This Office Action is in response to applicants remarks filed on December 15, 

2009. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 - 
12 and 23-28 directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1- 
12 and 23-28 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 1-12 and 23-28. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 13-22 and 29-56 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 13-22 and 
29-56 are allowable because prior art does not disclose alone or in combination with the 
limitations of the independent claims 13 such as "p-type doped compound semiconductor 
layer is formed on said compound semiconductor light absorption layer... p-type doped at a 
higher carrier density than said compound semiconductor light absorption layer... has a 
higher carrier density than the compound semiconductor light absorption layer... has a 
larger band gap than the n-type doped compound semiconductor layer and the compound 
semiconductor light absorption layer" (claim 13).
